ROME, May 12.—A “jury of 


i honor’ decided today that a duel 


is the only way that Roberto Fari- 


nacci, former secretary of the 
Fascist party. and Editor Setti- 
melli of the Impero satisfactorily 
could settle their dispute. 

A jury found that the editor had 
written a letter to Farinacci 
couched in excessive and unjusti- 
fied terms, and regretted that the 
dispute between the pair which 
had hitherto “been maintained 
within the usual journalistic 
bounds, could have had such an 
epilogue.”’ : 

Consequently the jury decided 
the difference should be followed 
up by the methods “normally im- 
posed by chivalrous custom. Fari- 
nacci has named as his seconds 
Umberto Guglielmotti, secretary 
of the Rome Fascists, and Mino 
Mori, while the editor has selected 
his co-workers, Mario Carli and 
Mario Dessy. 


The fiery Roberto Farinacci has 
been in one violent dispute after 
another since aiding the triumph- 
ant growth of fascism. In Septem- 
ber, 1924, he was reported to have 
been wotinded in a duel by Prince 
Pignatelli. In the last two years 
he has received three other chal- 
lenges, although the duels» later 
were called off. At least two at- 
tempts have been made to assas- 
Sinate him. His ungovernable 
tongue finally led him into a clash 
with his chief, Mussolini, which 
was promptly followed by his re- 
signing from his post in the party.

Construction of a $1,500,000 sky- 
soraper home for the Continental 
Life Insurancg Co. and Grand Na- 
tional Bank on a 100-foot lot at 
3611-17 Olive street will begin 
soon, and it is planned to occupy 


the structure early next year. 

The building will be 20 stories 
or 250 feet high, which is the limit 
for it under the zoning law, and 


the same height as the Railway | 
Exchange Building, thus becoming | 
one of the tallest five buildings in| 
town. Standing on high ground |; 
near Grand boulevard and Olive | 


street. it will dominate the sky- | 
line of:the uptown amusement and | 


commercial center. Many other | 
notable structures have risen in 
this vicinity in the last few years. 

White Indiana limestone will be 
used for the front wall. The exte- | 
rior design is in the new American 
skyscraper <‘yle, accenting vertical 
lines. There will be a slight reces- 
sion of the front wall above the 
second story and a_ setback all 
around above the fifteenth floor, 

the upper five floors producing a 
tower effect. William B. Ittner is 
the architect. 

The bank will occupy the two 
lower floors and Continental Life 
about six or seven of the upper sto- 

ries, while the rest of the space 
will be rented. The banking sec- 
tion will extend the full 152-foot 
depth of the lot to an alley, while 
the upper part will be only 56 feet 
deep.

MURDER AND TWO SUICIDES 


IN VICINITY OF PARMA, MO. 


Farmer Kills Wife and Ends Life: 


Neighbor Shoots Self; Both 
Used Shotguns. 


PARMA, Mo., May 12. — With 


a shotgun loaded with steel ball 
bearings, Joseph Harr, 38 years 
old, a farmer residing four miles 
northeast of here in Stoddard 
County, shot his wife to death and 
then ended his life about 10 o’clock 
last night.

| Well-Known Vaudevillian Snatched From the Varieties 
to Become Master of Ceremonies by Skouras—Loew’s 
Also Took Nazarro From the Halls—Eddie Lowry Has 
Become the Abie’s Irish Rose of St. Louis With Over a 
Thousand Performances Already to His Credit Here. -

URTHER inroads upon the mainstays of the yaudeville stage are 
being made by the movie theaters which are going in, more and 
more, for a form of variety entertainment of-their own, Loew’s 
Theater here has taken Nat Nazarro Jr., from the halls to run tie 
stage shows in the Washington avenue house and now §Skouras 
Brothers announce that they have signed up Frank Fay, under a 
long term contract, to act as Master of Ceremonies at the Missouri. 
Fay, a high-salaried performer, has long been one of the top- 
liners of the vaudeville.houses where, in addition to doing his own 


act he usually introduced the other artists on the bill after a manner © 


he himself made popular. How Fay will succeed in a cinema palace 
remains to be seen. His humor is fast and, at times, subtle, The 
more sophisticated audiences of the vaudeville theaters simply “ate 
up” his stuff but he may be a little too quick for the customers of 
the movies. He is to come to the Missouri in a couple of weeks, May 
26 to be exact, and the Skouras boys are expecting him to jump 
into instant popularity. | 


ITH the coming and going of masters of ceremonies sight 

should not be lost of the fdct that Ed Lowry, who is at the 

peak of his popularity right now at the Ambassador, scems to 
be the “‘Abie’s Irish Rose” of St. Louis. Already Lowry has given 
1000 stage performances here, most of them since his errival here 
in September, and he’s out to equal in St. Louis what Abie has done 
in New York—some 3000 shows. : 

There was a lot of close figuring by Skouras Brothers to bring 
Lowry’s stage performances to 1000, but since they wanted a special 
stage show, they succeeded. 

The count is explained in‘the following manner. Arriving at 
the Ambassador on September 10, he has been downtown over a 
period of 36 weeks, four of which, however, he spent in New York 
or Los Angeles. That leaves 32 weeks, and with 30 shows a wéek, 
five on Saturday-and Sunday and four on weekdays, it totals 960. 

Ah, but Lowry also played the Missourl several years ago for a 
total of 22 shows and the Orpheum before that for 14. — Still four 
short, but that is easily taken care of in the many benefits legitimate- 
ly played in a theater. 


O far none of the big picture houses around the country copying 

the style of stage show originated right here in St. Louis, have 

made any attempt to dig up a woman performer as master of 
ceremonies. It has been tried once or twice in vaudeville but with 
only fair success. Perhaps the movie magnates believe that women 
and girls are the backbone of their audiences and that they must be 
catered to through the medium of a male boss. In the making of the 
films it is much the same thing. In the field which produces the 
persons whd can spin yarns pictorially there are listed in Hollywood's 
‘Directory of Directors” 334 men—and just two women. 

Asked his reason for this disparity Jesse L. Lasky, at the active 
head of the Paramount production organization for nearly 15 years, 
recently said: ‘Motion picture direction is a field in which women 
find their physical inequipment a definite handicap. It is hard, try- 
ing, exacting, worry-producing labor. The hours are long; the strain 
is great. Women will never be the usual in the ranks of directors, 
but always the novelty. 

“It is undoubtedly true that the feminine mind would bave 
made .better certain good pictures of the past. Smart comedies of 
the society type or possibly a picture like ‘Peter Pan’ for example.” 

As further illustration Mr. Lasky spoke of “‘Fashions for Wom- 
en,’’ a picture starring Esther Ralston which was directed by Dorothy 
Arzner, the first woman director ever placed under contract by Para- 
mount. The only other woman director in Hollywood is Lois Weber, 
who last year directed “The Angel of Broadway’’ for De Mille. 

‘‘*Fashions for Women,’ as directed by Miss Arzner, was pri- 
marily a woman’s picture,” Mr. Lasky said. “Garmental finery was 
its theme and its plot was characterized by a feminine lightness and 
humor that lent itself ideally to Miss Arzner’s. touch. The titles of 
her successive pictures will further clarify my statement. She direct- 
ed ‘Ten Modern Cummandments’ and ‘Get Your Man.’ You will note 
that there is not a ‘Covered Wagon’ or an ‘Old Ironsides’ among 
them.” 


HE path that Dorothy Arzner followed to become a motion pic- 

ture director is an interesting one, but paved with laboriously 

carved blocks of hard work and close application. Dorothy Arz- 
ner is the daughter of the manager of one of the oldest rendezvous 
cafes of Los Angeles. For years it has been frequented by that thin- 
uing rank of men and women who like their soup hot—and not their 
music. 

James Cruze, Marshall Neilan, D. W. Griffith, and others of the 
veterans in the film colony used to gather at that cafe when Dorothy 
Arzner was even more of a girl than she is now. It was inevitable 
that she should seek work in a studio for she met and knew all of 
men. Stenographer, script copyist, scenarist, film cutter, dl- 
rector—-that is her story.

NOTHER school 
book hero has 
been taken off 
the shelf re. 
served for im- 
mortals and 
smashed to bits. 
This time it tis 
Marius Andre, 
French historian, 
who undertakes the debunking proc- 
ess and the hero he seeks to deflate 
is the great Christopher Columbus. 

So thoroughly ts the debunking proc- 
ess carried out in this biography of 
Columbus, which has just been trans- 
lated into English, that when you 
finish reading it about the only thing 
that can he conceded to poor old Co- 
lumbus is the fact that he actually 
did make four voyages to the New 
World. That is, if you accept the view 
developed by the late M. Andre. To 
others must largely go the credit for 
the fact that Columbus returned safe- 
ly to Spain in each instance, the his- 
torian maintains 


A critic of the French original sum- 
marizes as follows: 

“The net result of our analvsis dis- 
closes Columbus as a ‘discoverer 
whose discovery had been made by an 
other five centuries before; an admiral! 
who could not navigate a ship 
who floundered helplessly through 
every cruise he ever made, brought 
his men to the verge of famine and 
mutiny and was saved from death and 
disaster only by the ability of his 
subordinates a governor with- 
out discipline or the gift of command: 
a traitor to his sovereign, who de- 
served to be shot; a professed Chris. 
tian apostle who murdered and en- 
slaved his flock; a man without truth, 
und«rstanding, honor, faith, gratitude, 
or loyalty.” 

But it must be added that a far 
more human figure, perhaps even a 
greater figure, emerges from this 
biography than the stuffed-shirt hero 
hitherto portrayed as Columbus. It 
is the figure of a Iiar, a bragegart, an 
unscrupulous charlatan that emerges. 
But a poet, a dreamer, with a fixed 
idea that not even the most terrible 
adversity could shake. The book is 
carefully documented. The chief criti- 
cism which other historians have ai- 
rected against it is M. Andre's inex- 
plicable failure to mention the Norse 
discovery of America by Leif Ericsson 
in the year 1000 

This newest story of Columbus 
opens in 1485, seven vears before he 
wae to start on his first vovare to the 
New World The opening chapter, 
which is in fictional form, shows him 
with his young son, Diego, on the way 
to the monastery of Santa Maria de la 
Rabida, to see Father Antonio de Mar- 
chena. He meets Father Antonio. fa- 
mous map maker and savant of the 
time. Andre has historical background 
for the conversation that follows in the 
teatimony given at a trial which was 
entered into many vears later to deter 
mine who should get certain profits 
from Columbus’ first vovare 


OLUMBUS had had a most dra- 
C matic encounter while staving 
with his sister and  »brother- 


in-law, who was Governor of Porto 
Santo, in the Madeira Islands.

that fired the minds of explorers of 
the time. The dying man directed Co- 
lumbus to go to La Rabida and tell 
his friend and adviser, Father Antonio, 
of his discovery. 

This, then, was Columbus’ mission. 
Sut it was far more than this, for he 
in his turn had been fired with a zeal 
for discovery. He wanted to go to 
Antillia, and he had secretly vowed 
that the credit for discovering it 
should be his. He wanted to learn, 
too, all that he could from Father An- 
tonio’s maps. But he never would— 
he never did——confess his ignorance of 
the sea and of navigation and, ac. 
cording to Andre, there can be little 
doubt that the son of the humble 
weaver of Genoa was ignorant in the 
extreme, compared to the learned 
geographers and expert pilots of his 
time. He began by boasting to the 
priest of his noble birth, all of which 
was untrue, for, and Andre repeats 
this allegation which was first made 
some years ago, there are some rea- 
sons to suppose that Columbus may 
have been of Jewish orjgin.
